SENTATIVE PAT LAYTON APPLY FOR LIFTING OF SUSPENSION ON 
FLIGHTS 841/842. 

2. INDICATING HE HAS NOT BEEN BRIEFED ON CONCLUSION 
NEGOTIATIONS LAYTON HAS REQUESTED EMBASSY GUIDANCE. WE 
INDICATED DECISION OF COURSE ONE FOR PAN AM TO MAKE BUT 
WE RECOMMENDED PAN AM NEW YORK DISCUSS WITH YOU BEFORE 
APPLICATION FILED WITH RTG. WE ARE QUITE CONCERNED THAT 
DURING THIS DELICATE INTERIM PERIOD WHILE NEGOTIATIONS 
ARE IN RECESS ANY REQUEST FROM AMERICAN CARRIER MIGHT 
TRIGGER RTG RESPONSE INIMICAL CARRIER INTERESTS. THERE 

IS NO PRESENT INDICATION RTG PLANS ANY ACTION BEFORE 
NEXT ROUND OF NEGOTIATIONS AND IT MIGHT BE ADVISABLE LET
